Beautiful in its simplicity, the tablet 
bears beneath the English coat-of-arms the following 
inscription, in both English and Latin: ‘To the glory

THE ST. GERARD BURSE (No. 42) AND THE 
SAINT'S LIFE. 
PART II. 

It happened at this time that the Bishop of Lace- 
dogna, who had confirmed him, wanted a servant. His 
lordship found it very hard to get one, for, though a 
holy man, he had a very unruly temper. Gerard, wish- 
ing only to suffer like Jesus, became the bishop's 
servant, and for three years bore without a murmur 
all his harsh words and scoldings and threats. When 
others urged him to quit his situation, he used to an- 
swer: “My master is my best friend; I will never 
leave him.” God rewarded the faithful servant by a 
great miracle. One day Gerard inadvertently let the 
key of the Bishop’s room drop into a well. He knew 
how annoyed his master would be if the key were not 
found. It was Christmas time. Gerard at once thought 
of the Divine Child who used to give him bread when 
he was small; so he went straightway to the church, 
took the statue of the Infant Jesus from the altar, and 
with a great many people returned to the well. He 
tied the statue to a long rope, and saying: “Little 
Jesus, give me back the key,” let it down into the 
water. He then drew it up, and all saw the key in the 
hand of the Divine Infant. Since that day the people 
of Lacedogna have called the well “Gerard's Well.” 

Tailor Once More. On the death of the bishop 
(June, 1744), Gerard returned to Murro, and became 
assistant tailor to Vitus Mennona.. In the following 
year he set up for himself in his mother’s house. Cus- 
tomers flocked to him, for he was honesty itself, and 
the poor knew he worked for them for nothing. His 
earnings at this time were good, and, as he spert very 
little on himself, he could have laid up some money. 
But instead of this, after giving his mother what was 
necessary for the wants of the family, he gave the rest 
to “the poor of Jesus Christ.” Thus he used to call 
the poor here on earth and the poor souls in Purgatory. 
Several times every week he had the Holy Sacrifice 
offered for the suffering souls, and, if any week his 


earnings were somewhat slender, his great regret was 
that he could not have the usual number of Masses 
said for them. He himself heard or served several 
Masses each morning, and never let an evening pass 
without visiting “the Prisoner of Love’ in the Taber- 
nacle. At this time, also, he gave himself more than 
ever to works of penance. Accustomed from infancy 
to fast on bread and water, he now spent whole days 
without food. Sometimes he got other boys to bind 
him to a tree and scourge him with cords; at other 
times he got them to tie his feet to a beam and let him 
hang head downwards over a smouldering fire of rags. 
Sometimes in the streets he pretended to be a fool in 
order that the boys might treat him roughly. And 
they granted him his wish. They beat him, pulled him 
about, flung mud and stones at him; and, whilst they 
treated him thus, he kept saying in his heart: “J must 
suffer something for Jesus who has suffered so much 
for me; | must become a fool for the love of God.” 

Failures. Thus Gerard had been a great saint from 
his infancy, and yet he did not feel fully satisfied. He 
longed for one thing more: to give himself wholly to 
God in the religious state. Whilst yet an apprentice, 
and again on his return from Lacedogna, he begged to 
be admitted into the Franciscan Monastery in Muro, 
where his uncle was a friar. Both times, owing to his 
delicate health, he was refused. He then resolved to 
become a hermit, and drew up for himself a very hard 
rule of life. But his confessor soon forbade this. By 
these failures God in His providence was leading him 
to his true voeation. 

True Vocation. In April, 1749, a great mission was 
given in Muro by sixteen Fathers of the Congregation 
of the Most Holy Redeemer. When Gerard heard that 
the special end of this Congregation was that its mem- 
bers should follow as closely as possible the footsteps 
of Jesus Christ and labor for the salvation of the most 
abandoned souls, he felt in his heart a voice which 
said: “God calls me to be a Redemptorist.” He at 
once made known his mind to his confessor, who gave 
his hearty approval. He then cast himself at the feet 
of Father Cafaro, the Superior of the missionaries, and 
begged to be accepted as a lay-brother. As he looked 
very delicate, the Father refused to receive him. Ger- 
ard, however, persevered. Day after day, to the very 
end of the mission, he repeated his request, but without 
avail. At length the Fathers left Muro for the parish 
of Rionero. Gerard secretly fled from home and fol- 
lowed them. He told Father Cafaro that he was deter- 
mined to beg alms daily at the monastery door until 
he should be accepted. At last his firmness triumphed. 
Father Cafaro resolved to give him a trial. Accord- 
ingly, he sent him to Iliceto with a letter to the Supe- 
rior, in which—alluding to Gerard's frail constitution— 
he wrote simply: “J send you a useless brother.” 

Novice. With this note of introduction Gerard ar- 
rived in Iliceto on the 17th of May, 1749. He was 
then slightly over 23 years of age. It was soon seen 
that in him the Congregation had gained a great 
treasure. No useless brother was he. God so 
strengthened his weak frame that the community used 
to say: “Gerard can do as much work as three.” So 
great was his fervor that St. Alphonsus shortened his 
time of probation. He began his novitiate at the end 











of 1749, and made his profession on the 16th of July, 
1752. Besides the four vows taken by every 
Redemptorist—Poverty, Chastity, Obedience, and Per- 
severance—Gerard, with the consent of his confessor, 
took a fifth: the vow to do always what was most 
pleasing to God. This heroic vow at once proved how 
holy he was, and raised him to a still higher degree of 
perfection. (To be continued)

CONCERNING OUR MEXICAN 

APPEAL 

Recently the President of the Union-That-Nothing- 
Be-Lost addressed to a select list of benefactors a 
Special Appeal for funds in aid of Mexican Refuges, 
and in support of our Antidote Crusade on behalf of 
that afflicted country. We have just received the fol- 
lowing letier of inquiry from one of those to whom 
this appeal was addressed. We use it as a text for 
giving the information desired to others among our 
Readers who may be somewhat in doubt as to the use 
to which the money is to be applied: 

“Reverend dear Sir: 

I am disposed to contribute to the Mexican Fund, 
but would appreciate such information as you care to 
give concerning the precise purpose and method of its 
disbursement.” 

Ever since the persecution of the Catholic Church 
began in Mexico, followed by the tremendous exodus 
of Mexicans from their own land, together with the 
expulsion of the Catholic Hierarchy of Mexico and 
many of the priests, the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost 
has been appealed to for aid by Bishops whose Sees 
touch the northern border of Mexico,—by Franciscan 
Fathers, by the Carmelites, and by others who are 
engaged in the work of ministering to the Mexican 
refugees.. We have supplied thousands of Mass Inten- 
tions to aid in the support of the banished priests; 
we have assisted the Carmelite nuns who are caring 
for Mexican orphan children. Our own Sisters of the 
Atonement are laboring in Southern California in set- 
tlement-house work, and the instruction of Mexican 
children in catechism, thus offsetting the efforts of 
Protestant missionaries to win them to their own sects. 

We are particularly interested in a Novitiate house 
established in the Diocese of El Paso for Franciscans 
driven out of Mexico, when their novitiate was forc- 
ibly closed in their own country and the saintly Father 
Junipero was cruelly put to death with the lay Brother 
who served his Mass. 

Not content with rendering help according to our 
ability for refugees from Mexico, we have been devot- 
ing the columns of our Magazine, THE ANTIDOTE, to 
educating non-Catholics as to the situation in the Mex- 
ican Republic. We do this by mailing THe ANTIDOTE 
to Senators and Congressmen, leading Protestant min- 
isters, and exchanging it with various religious peri- 
odicals not of the Catholic Church. This Crusade we 
regard as most important, and it cannot be carried on 
effectively without financial assistance. Hence this 
special appeal.

for the loan of $5,000 from the Rock-of-Peter Founda- 
tion which I received just now. I am including here- 
with the note duly signed by the Rt. Rev. Msgr. G. 
Brandsma as required. 

It is useless to add any of my poor words of grate- 
fulness for this loan. His Lordship, Msgr. Brandsma 
also likes to add his most sincere thanks of grateful- 
ness towards you and by expressing himself to convey 
his thanks to you he said—Thank God, that the won- 
derful cooperation of The Lamp has enabled me to 
open up this mission-station, which had become an 
absolute necessity, and which has become a possibil- 
ity in God’s Holy Providence only through the Presi- 
dent of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost who through 
his own untiring efforts, unselfish cooperation and 
boundless charity has taken from me a huge burden 
which in the midst of my manifold administrations and 
anxiety to extend and propagate our holy Faith, would 
have been an impossible task otherwise.” 


Our main house consisting of three large rooms is 
nearing completion, we are busy at the roof and due 
te this substantial assistance we will be able to go on 
and finish it off. Moreover we will be able to cover 
the roof with tiles, which I am going to get from our 
technical school which will be sent here by lighter, 
only crossing our huge Victoria Nyanza where I can 
fetch them by lorry. The landing place is only about 
twelve miles away from here and I believe I sent you 
a picture of it, when my forty boxes of goods arrived 
there and were unloaded there by the aid of our numer- 
ous Christians. It will be an immense blessing to have 
a roof of tiles above us and a great anxiety will be 
spared us, for you can understand that huge cata- 
strophe in 1921 is still vividly in my mind, when within 
half an hour five buildings were burnt to the ground in 
Mumias, buildings which had taken us six years to 
build, but which alas! on account of the lack of money 
had been covered in by grass only, 


Our next plan is to start a big TEMPORARY church, 
which will however be a permanent building as well 
by changing it later on into a permanent school, add- 
ing a partition wall through the whole length, with 
various partitions for school rooms.,. It will have to be 
a fairly big building because the building of our per- 
manent church will last at least another two years 
before it will be finished and hence it must have room 
enough to accommodate two thousand Christians. A 
lot of space is saved because in our churches in 
Central Africa no benches are used, the mere floor be- 
ing used as sitting and kneeling and standing accom- 
modation combined. I am sorry I have not got a pic- 
ture ready this time but will be able to send you a 
good picture of the main house soon. I have been 
busy of late because Msgr. Brandsma made his epis- 
copal visit and held a confirmation—about two hundred 
were confirmed.

The contract has been awarded to Mr. Galvin, a well- 
known Washington builder, who agrees to have the 
work completed by the first of October, the sum agreed 
upon being a trifle over $12,000.00. 

We have felt that all we could afford to do, in view 
of the $75,000.00 debt still resting on The Vineyard, 
was the construction of the ground floor. Whereas 
this will ultimately become the refectory for the sem- 
inarians, it will serve for the present very nicely as 
the chapel, the present one not being large enough to 
accommodate the increased number of seminarians this 
autumn. How long we shall have to wait before the 
three stories above the ground floor are erected, 
depends upon the generous support of our Benefactors, 
But as they have already established such a splendid 
record for liberality and deep interest in our Atone- 
ment Seminary at Washington, we look forward hope 
fully and confidently to the day when the architect's 
plans for enlargement have materialized and the old

Che Darks of St. Franvis 


EveLyn UNDERHILI 


The modern affection for St. Francis, waylaid by 
the picturesque attractions of his secondary charac- 
teristics, seldom penetrates to the source from which 
those characters arise—that inward temper of which 
Franciscan poverty and joy are outward signs. Only 
those who live in the actual way of Francis, and for 
the reason for which he chose that way, can show to 
us this peculiar combination of simple humanity and 
powerful spirituality; which was the secret of the 
Saint and his first companions. Certainly nothing has 
ever brought me so near to the real Franciscan spirit 
as a few hours spent in the Vale of Spoleto with a 
little group of women who are trying to bring back 
to modern existence the homely, deeply supernatural 
ideal of the Primitive Rule. 

It was the wish of St. Francis that his followers 
should live in small family parties, of whom one 
should act as “parent” of the rest; that they should 
enjoy the liberty of poverty, should work, pray and 
be joyful and receive without distinction all who asked 
their hospitality. Of this kind were those early 
hermitages where we are told that the true seraphic 
spirit lived on; and this is the life which has now 
been revived in the heart of modern Italy. When I 
visited the group, they were living in an old country 
house not far from the Fountain of Clitumnus. In 
the stable they had made a tiny chapel, as poor and 
naked as the Poverello could desire. The head of the 
household and foundress, who is known as the Least 
Sister, came down the lane to welcome me. She was 
dressed, like the rest of the family, in a peasant’s 
gray linen frock, an apron and a little shawl. I shall 
not presume to describe her remarkable personality, 
or the simple beauty of the life she has inspired. 
That life, with its gracious suppleness and entire 
avoidance of rigorism, its spiritual deeps, its deceptive 
appearance of ease—even of gaiety—cannot fully be 
understood by a passing guest; nor does the Least 
Sister, whose friendship I count as one of my greatest 
privileges, easily disclose the secret of her unassum- 
ing power. Those who recognize her type will dis- 
cover without surprise that her delicate courtesy, her 
serene and wide-spreading love conceal a Teresian 
inflexibility of purpose; a profound sense of the pain 
and need of the world and a passionate desire to help 
it. As we sat in the woods, I asked her to tell me 
something of her conception of the spiritual life. She 
replied, in words startlingly at variance with her 
peaceful surroundings: ‘Jn tormento e_ travaglia 
servire i fratelli.”
